diseases  has  been  low,  one  case  of  polio-myelitis  was  notified  and 
admitted  to  hoepital  making  a good  recovery.  No  cases  of  diphtheria 
have  been  reported.

8 Council  houses  have  been  built  during  the  vear,  but  as  stated 
in  the  surveyor's  report,  little  has  been  done  t^  the  sub-standard 
houses,  housing  therefore  remains  a major  problem.
